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Muslim centre plan 
for business park 


A VACANT warehouse on the outskirts of 
Ely could be transformed into a Muslim 
community and prayer centre, Ely News 
can reveal. 

The Ely Muslims group hit the head¬ 
lines in 2011 when they announced they 
wanted to build a prayer centre in Ely. 

An area of the Paradise Centre fields 
was highlighted as the most suitable 
location for the facility but, following 
opposition from local people, the idea 
was dropped. 

Now the group wants to take over part 
of the former Aquarius Furniture ware¬ 
house on the Chettisham Business Park, 
in Lynn Road - and a formal planning 
application has been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

In a statement to the council, Ely resi¬ 
dent Mr Shair Choudhury, the group’s 
leader, said: “The proposal is for the 
change of use of part of the warehouse 
unit into a community centre for the 
enjoyment of the local Muslim popula¬ 
tion who have lived and contributed to 
the economy of the area for many years. 

“The Muslim community is aware that 
potentially this application could become 
controversial but it is hoped that the pro¬ 
posal will not cause any adverse issues 
with the relationship with adjoining 
users and occupants, and that the change 
of use to this building will be acceptable. 

“The proposal presents an economical¬ 
ly viable opportunity to create a meeting 
place for a community of approximately 
65 people from a catchment area of Ely, 
Soham, Littleport and the surrounding 
villages, and will increase the potential 
for increased co-operation with the non- 
Muslim population.” 
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Muslims who live in the Ely area cur¬ 
rently have to travel as far as Cambridge 
for cultural and religious celebrations, 
although for Friday prayers, the group 
hires a dance studio at Ely’s Paradise 
Centre. 

But in his application, Mr Choudhury 
said: “Whilst gratitude is given to the 
management of the Paradise Centre, the 
space has been found to be unsuitable for 
the act of worship. 

“However, a place for prayer is not the 
only requirement and there are many 
activities which the leaders would like to 
undertake to support the wider commu¬ 
nity. 

“These activities include a meeting 
place for Muslims of all ages and genders, 
a space to provide and facilitate educa¬ 
tional, social and recreational activities, 
an area in which to celebrate religious 
activities and cultural festivals and an 
information centre to illustrate the 
Muslim beliefs within the wider commu¬ 
nity.” 

The proposals involve changing the use 
of a 280sqm area inside the warehouse - 
the rest would remain as warehouse and 
office space. 

The agent in the application is John 
Goodge, of Lynn Road, Littleport. 

A decision could be made within eight 
weeks.

School head’s trip 
‘a waste of money’

THOUSANDS of pounds has been 
spent on sending the principal and 
assistant principal of Ely College to 
California - sparking fury among the 
staff. 

During the last week of term college 
principal Catherine Jenkinson-Dix 
and assistant principal, Damien 
Whales, flew out to San Diego. 

The trip to High Tech High (HTH) 
was to find out more about project- 
based learning - a form of learning in 
which students design, plan, and carry 
out extended projects that result in 
publicly-exhibited outputs like prod¬ 
ucts, publications or exhibitions. 

The school says the visit has “pro¬ 
vided a great return on its investment” 
and that more, similar trips will be 
arranged. 

But staff are angry and have 
described the visit as a “scandalous 
waste” of school funds. 

In an anonymous letter sent to Ely 
News, a member of staff said: “Staff at 
Ely College are outraged that the prin¬ 
cipal and one of her assistant princi¬ 
pals went to San Diego during the last 
week of term - costing thousands out 
of the school budget.

“The trip was to investigate project- 
based learning - information which 
can be gained from the internet. 

“A scandalous waste of the school’s 
money.” 

Project-based learning is a success in 
the US and, according to the college, 
the UK government is now funding a 
study of the approach in Britain. 

Defending the trip, assistant princi¬ 
pal Mr Whales said: “The visit com¬ 
pletely changed our view of how best 
to adopt project-based learning at Ely 
College, and clarified which aspects 
we need to focus on to ensure our stu¬ 


dents gain as much as theirs do. 

“It was an incredible experience that 
has had a significant impact on my 
professional development, not least 
because of the students we met. 

“If we can help our young people 
become as self aware, motivated and 
ambitious as those we met at HTH, we 
will have succeeded.” 

Ben Gibbs, chair of governors at the 
college, said the cost of the trip was in 
the region of £2,500. 

He said: “Having seen how inspired 
both Catherine and Damien are after 
their trip, I am completely satisfied 
that the visit has provided a great 
return on our investment. 

“I am encouraging the college to 
arrange further visits to other leading 
schools and to develop partnerships 
which broaden our horizons and 
improve our students’ experience.”

TORIES have been turning 
their back on the association 
after a ‘second choice’ candi¬ 
date was confirmed as the 
party’s prospective MP for 
South East Cambridgeshire. 

Ely News has been told that 
at least half a dozen activists 
have quit the association after 
it voted to stick with Lucy 
Frazer, who topped the vote at 
an open primary last month 
after an apparent miscount. 

Ballots which would have 
handed victory to second- 
placed Heidi Allen were 
wrongly given to Ms Frazer, it 
was claimed, as activists 
alleged that in the final round 
of voting, a pile of 25 votes was 
marked as being for Ms Frazer, 
when in fact only the top two 
papers were - with the rest 
being for Ms Allen. 

However at an extraordinary 
meeting of the local associa¬ 
tion in Ely last Friday evening, 
members decided party unity 
and hanging onto Ms Frazer 
was more important than re¬ 
running the contest. 

Former association vice- 
chairman Alan Shepherd, 
from Bottisham, said he could 
not go along with this. 

He said: “It falls below the 
high standards I expect from a 
Conservative association. It’s 
obvious the other girl won so it 
should have been run again.” 

Former councillor Colin 
Barker, of Newmarket Road, 
Teversham, said he quit the 
association after being a 
member for over 25 years. 

He said: “I believe in 
Conservative values like 
democracy, fairness and hon¬ 
esty, but all of those have been 
thrown out of the window for 
the sake of convenience. I will

“Given that no-one else was 
present when the ballot 
papers were recounted, your 
officers are not able to verify 
beyond doubt the validity of 
these claims.” 

Party leaders have called on 
activists to unite behind Ms 
Frazer. 

Peter Cresswell, the associa¬ 
tion chairman, said Ms Frazer 
was an “extremely capable 
and talented” candidate and 
called on members to “put 
this difficult situation behind 
us”. 

Cllr Tom Hunt, Conservative 
MEP candidate for East of 
England, also supported the

A FORMER coffee shop in Ely 
is set to become an opticians, 
Ely News can confirm. 

Bosses at Boots Opticians 
have applied for planning 
permission to take over the 
former Starbucks premises on 
the corner of High Street. 

The building, which has 
stood empty for around 18 
months, is located next door 
to Specsavers opticians. 

Boots have applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to erect new signage 
at the site, as well as carry out 
alterations to turn it into a 
Boots Opticians. 

In a statement to planners, 
their agents Lewis and Hickey 
said: “The proposed site is 
within the main retail area of 
Ely. The existing unit is Grade 
II listed and in the conserva¬ 
tion area of Ely. 

“As a responsible retailer, 
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Boots UK understands the 
requirement to preserve the 
building and any alterations 
to the building must be suited 
to the building and its sur¬ 
roundings.” 

They say renovating the 
premises into an opticians 
would complement the ser¬ 
vices Boots offers from its 
existing store in Ely’s Market 
Place. 

The agents said: “The exist¬ 
ing two-storey building is to 
be retained and no changes 
are to be undertaken to affect 
the overall height and scale of 
the building. 

“The scale of the proposals 
are in keeping with the build¬ 
ing and surrounding area.” 

Starbucks shut its doors in 
Ely in the winter of 2012 after 
around seven years in the 


city. Speaking at the time, a 
spokeswoman for the firm 
said: “Like many other retail¬ 
ers, and as part of the normal 
course of our business over 
the year, we regularly review 
our stores to ensure they’re 
contributing to a sustainable 
business for the future. 

“Consequently, we’ve taken 
the difficult decision to close 
our store in Ely.” 

The district council could 
make a decision on the fresh 
proposals within eight weeks.

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FRUSTRATED parents are 
calling for a footpath that 
links a massive housing 
development to two schools 
to be completed. 

When Barratt Northampton 
secured planning permission 
to build the Kings Avenue 
development in Ely, part of the 
agreement was that the homes 
would be linked to the open 
space beside Ely St Mary’s 
Junior School and Spring 
Meadow Infants School, in 
High Barns, by a footpath. 

But years down the line and 
the pathway has still not been 
completed - preventing fami¬ 
lies from using it. 

One of those calling for it to 
be finished is father-of-two 
Gareth Rowberry, whose son, 
Dillan, 5, and daughter, 
Claudia, 3, attend Spring 
Meadow. 

Mr Rowberry, of Turner 
Drive, off Kings Avenue, said: 
“Completing this path would 
prevent all the parents having 
to walk or cycle along Kings 
Avenue and then through 
High Barns with their chil¬ 
dren. 

“The roads to the schools are 
absolute chaos both at drop¬ 
off and pick-up times and are 
so unsafe. The number of near 
collisions I’ve witnessed is 


frightening.” 

Andrew Swindell, managing 
director of Barratts 
Northampton, says the path 
has not been completed 
because Ely St Mary’s deemed 
the connection “unsuitable”. 

A spokesman for Ely St 
Mary’s said a consultation is 
now under way. 

He said: “We are consulting 
with all interested parties, 
including Spring Meadow 
Infants School, to reach the 
right decision about the path. 

“The governing bodies of 


both schools will be listening 
to the views of the community 
and will be considering all 
potential implications before 
making that decision.”

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Inquest hears of 
tragic death of 
Christie-Joe, 22

A POPULAR young man who “made 
everyone smile” was killed in a hor¬ 
rific accident on a motorbike which 
he had owned for just a few weeks. 

Christie-Joe Couzens, 22, was riding 
the yellow Triumph Daytona 995cc, 
which his step-grandfather had given 
him, along Branch Bank, Prickwillow, 
when it was involved in a collision 
with a Volkswagen estate. 

Mr Couzens, a former Ely College 
student who was studying a painting 
and decorating course at Cambridge 
Regional College, died as a result of 
his injuries in the collision, which 
happened at around 5.50pm on May 
25 last year. 

An inquest into his death was held 
before William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, last 
Wednesday. 

The inquest heard that Mr Couzens, 
who lived with his long-term partner 
Michaela Waugh, in Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, was on his way to the Swan 
on the River pub in Littleport when 
the accident happened. 

His friends Shane Benton and Paul 
Moden were travelling there too on 
their motorcycles and another friend, 
Mark Wright, was driving a Nissan 
van. 

Giving evidence at the inquest, Mr 
Wright said: “We’d all met up in Queen 
Adelaide and were on our way to the 
Swan in Littleport. 

“As we were driving along Branch 
Bank, Shane overtook me on his 
motorbike and Christie did a little 
while later. 

“I was driving at around 55mph and 
neither of them were going any faster. 
No cars were coming towards us when 
they overtook. 

“We continued driving and all of a 
sudden Christie’s bike started to wob¬ 
ble from side to side and it then veered 
into the other lane. 

“A car was coming towards us on the 
correct side of the road and I saw 
Christie’s bike hit it. I called 999 
straight away. I really can’t explain 
why Christie lost control of the bike.” 

In a statement, Mr Benton said: 
“Christie wasn’t going fast. The road is 
too bumpy to go fast. 

“There was a slight wobble when he 
overtook Mark’s van but he soon sort¬ 


ed it out and none of us were worried. 

“I then got to the Swan. When 
Christie didn’t arrive I walked over 
the hill, looked back and saw smoke 
and a white car on its roof. I did fear 
the worse.” 

A post mortem examination showed 
Christie-Joe died at the scene of mul¬ 
tiple injuries, mainly to his skull. 
There were no traces of alcohol or 
drugs in his body. 

Pc David Hailing, collision investi¬ 
gator for Cambridgeshire Police, said 
there was no evidence to suggest Mr 
Couzens was speeding when the colli¬ 
sion occurred. 

He said: “There are numerous rea¬ 
sons why motorcycles can become 
unstable on a road. 

“I consider the most likely cause 
here to be harsh acceleration on an 
uneven road surface, which is typical 
of a Fen road and would have caused 
the motorcycle to wobble. 

“It is important to stress that harsh 
acceleration does not necessarily 
mean Mr Couzens was travelling at 


high speed, and there was certainly 
no evidence to suggest that he was. 

“I do feel a lack of riding experience 
and familiarity with the bike may 
have contributed to the collision.” 

Mr Morris recorded a verdict that Mr 
Couzens died as a result of a road traf¬ 
fic collision. 

Mr Couzens leaves his mum and 
dad, Colin and Tina, and three sib¬ 
lings, Jodie-Leigh, 26, Tara-Louise, 22, 
and Codie-James, 20. 

Speaking after the inquest, Colin 
and Tina said: “We are an extremely 
close family and we will never get over 
Christie-Joe’s death. 

“He was someone who made every¬ 
one smile. He was so funny, so likea¬ 
ble and he had his whole future ahead 
of him.” 

The driver of the Volkswagen, a 
40-year-old woman from Burwell, suf¬ 
fered serious injuries in the collision 
and was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by air ambulance. 

Her passenger, a 41-year-old woman 
from Burwell, suffered minor injuries.

Ireland pleaded not guilty 
when she appeared at 
Uxbridge Magistrates Court 
on December 11 and on 
January 2, she appeared at 
Isleworth Crown Court 
where it was agreed she will 
stand trial on May 12. 

She was remanded in cus¬ 
tody.

Man’s body found 
in toilets: inquest 

We often find drug addicts and drunks collapsed, says cleaner 
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DRUG users and alcoholics col¬ 
lapsing in Ely’s public toilets is a 
“common occurrence”, according 
to a council worker interviewed by 
police after a body was found 
there. 

David Bedingfield, who works as a 
cleaner for the district council, says 
alcohol and drug users are often 
found passed out in the toilets, in 
particular the ones in Sacrist Gate, 
off the High Street. 

The comments were made in a 
statement Mr Bedingfield gave to 
police after he found the body of 
Slawomir Krzewinski, 48, in the toi¬ 
lets in Sacrist Gate on March 28 last 
year. 

Emergency services, including the 
air ambulance, were called to the 
scene but Mr Krzewinski, of Hills 
Lane, was already dead. 

At an inquest held into his death 
last Wednesday, Dr Ashraf Ibrahim, 
a pathologist at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, said that the level of alco¬ 
hol in the victim’s blood was 293 
micrograms in 100 millilitres of 
blood. The legal limit for driving is 
80 micrograms. 

Dr James Howard, from Ely’s

Cathedral Medical Centre, said Mr 
Krzewinski had been registered 
there since January 2012 and that 
he had “alcohol abuse issues”. 

In a statement, Mr Bedingfield 
said: “It was around 4.45pm. I went 
to the men’s toilets in Sacrist Gate 
to clean them and lock them for the 
night. 

“The cubicles were empty apart 
from the first one. The door was 
locked and I could see fluid coming 
from underneath the door. 

“I banged the door and there was 
no answer. I called my boss who 
told me to stay there while he called 
for assistance. The paramedics 
then arrived. 

“This is quite a common occur¬ 
rence at these toilets. Members of 


the public who drink and take 
drugs use them during the daytime 
and are often passing out in the 
cubicles.” 

Coroner William Morris recorded 
a verdict of accidental death. 

The Sacrist Gate public toilets 
have been at the centre of contro¬ 
versy for some time. 

Speaking to Ely News last year, 
residents and shopkeepers said the 
loos were “plagued” with addicts 
and alcoholics but police said the 
issues were being exaggerated. 

Speaking after the inquest, 
Inspector Paul Ormerod, who is 
based in Ely, said: “Historically, 
there have been issues with these 
public toilets, however, since the 
Designated Public Place Order 
came into effect in April 2011 the 
situation has improved. 

“We regularly meet local residents 
and work closely with the cathedral 
management, City of Ely Council, 
East Cambs District Council and 
the Fenland and East Cambs 
Alcohol Service and we are not 
aware of any issues there at present. 

“We regularly carry out high visi¬ 
bility and plain clothed patrols in 
the area.”

Woman’s body 
found in lake, 
inquest is told 


A WOMAN drowned in a lake 
after taking her dog for a 
walk late at night when 
drunk, an inquest heard. 

Mystery surrounds how 
Jeanette Andersson, 47, ended 
up in the water at 100 Acres 
Lake in Stretham. 

But an inquest into her 
death, held last Wednesday, 
heard that she was “severely 
intoxicated” when she fell in. 

Ms Andersson, of Pump 
Lane, Stretham, was reported 
missing by neighbours on 
August 4 last year. 

At around midnight, neigh¬ 
bours, including Trixie 
Howard, David Wakefield 
and Victoria Darcy, were 
woken up by Ms Andersson’s 
dog, a Golden Retriever called 
Simba, barking. 

He was running around in 
the street, unaccompanied, 
with his lead still attached to 
his collar. 

Mrs Howard, who had 
known Ms Andersson for 
around nine years, said: “I 
and some of the other neigh¬ 
bours knocked on her front 
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door to try and wake her up. 

“There was no answer. We 
were worried about Jeanette. 
I had a key for her back door 
so I went and got it, but it was 
actually unlocked. 

“She wasn’t there and her 
mobile phone and purse were 
on the coffee table.” 

The neighbours called the 
police and the local dog war¬ 
den, who collected Simba. 

Later that day, when there 
was still no sign of Ms 
Andersson, a major search 
involving Cambridgeshire 
Police and Cambridgeshire 
Search and Rescue (CamSAR) 
was launched. 

Ms Andersson’s body was 
found that evening in the 
water at the side of 100 Acres 
Lake - a beauty spot located 
around five minutes from her 
home and a place where she 
regularly walked Simba. Her 
body was recovered the next 
morning. 

Dr Rebecca Brais, a patholo¬ 
gist at Addenbrooke’s 


Hospital, said Ms Andersson’s 
liver “showed evidence of 
heavy drinking”. 

She said the level of alcohol 
in her blood at the time was 
275 micrograms in 100 milli¬ 
litres of blood. The legal limit 
for driving is 80 micrograms. 

Dr Brais said: “This level 
would have meant Jeanette 
was severely intoxicated 
when she entered the water.” 

Exactly how Ms Andersson, 
who Mrs Howard said had 
“battled with a drink problem 
for some time” and “could not 
swim”, remains unknown. 

The inquest heard a ball was 
found in the water close to 
her body so one possibility is 
that she could have fallen in 
while trying to retrieve it for 
Simba. 

Another is that the dog, who 
neighbours described as 
“boisterous”, could have acci¬ 
dentally knocked her in, or 
she simply could have slipped 
down the bank. 

Coroner William Morris 
recorded a verdict of acciden¬ 
tal death.

ETC 
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Man admits 
harassing his 
ex-girlfriend 


AN accounts administra¬ 
tor is awaiting sentence 
after subjecting his ex¬ 
girlfriend to weeks of 
“intense” harassment. 

Steven Hurley bombard¬ 
ed his victim with a suc¬ 
cession of text messages, 
gifts, emails and letters, 
between November 2 and 
December 5 last year, in 
an effort to win her back 
after she ended their brief 
relationship. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard Hurley, of 
Borehamwood, Hert¬ 
fordshire, met the woman 
in 2011 on a dating website 
and they became friends. 

Paul Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the pair started 
dating in July 2013 but the 
woman, who lives in 
Fordham, quickly ended 
things after complaining 
that Hurley was “too 
intense”.

There followed numer¬ 
ous instances of the 
defendant turning up at 
the victim’s house and 
demanding to speak to 
her, sometimes forcing his 
way into the property and 
ignoring pleas to leave. 

He also repeatedly sent 
texts to her, leading to her 
blocking his number, 
which he got round by 
finding her work number 
at an Ely manufacturing 
company and contacting 
her from other phones. 

Magistrates even heard 
the defendant’s mother 
called her asking for her to 
take Hurley back - 
although the defendant 
denied asking her to do so. 

She also began to receive 
unsolicited gifts to her 
workplace, including a 
teddy bear, flowers, an 


engraved wine glass and a 
bottle of wine. 

On December 5, the vic¬ 
tim told police and no 
sooner had Hurley been 
asked to attend an inter¬ 
view at his local police sta¬ 
tion and told not to con¬ 
tact the woman again, he 
made more calls and 
wrote more letters urging 
her to spend Christmas 
with him. 

Nicole Yates, mitigating, 
said her client - who 
pleaded guilty - thought 
he was being “pleasant”. 

She added: “He is now 
aware he should have rec¬ 
ognised sooner that his 
actions were unwanted.” 

The case was adjourned 
for pre-sentence reports to 
be prepared. 

Hurley was released on 
conditional bail until 
January 27 when he is due 
to be sentenced.

A MERLIN - Europe’s smallest 
falcon - has been spotted at 
Ely’s Roswell Pits for the first 
time. 

The tiny bird of prey, which 
is usually found in the 
Northern Hemisphere, was 
recorded in the sixth Ely Bird 
Race. 

A dozen local bird watchers 
met at the pits for the annual 
event, which saw three 
groups, each led by a local 
birder, set off and record as 
many different species of 
birds as they could see. 

This year’s race recorded 65 
species in total - just one 
short of the record for an Ely 
winter bird race. 

This list included a Merlin, 
some Chiffchaffs and Meadow 
Pits, among more common 
species such as Wood Pigeon 
and Blackbird. 

A spokeswoman for Ely 
Wildspace, which organises 
the event, said: “We look 
forward to running the 7th Ely 
Bird Race in May, when 
species numbers will be 
boosted by our summer 
migrants, including 
Nightingale.

org.uk, and do come along 
and join us for what is a very 
special, local experience.”

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Diagnosed with a rare brain tumour during her final 
year of university, Cambridge graduate Mairead 
Kelly faced a long and harrowing battle back to 
health. Now on the road to recovery, the 25-year-old 
has been inspired to follow her childhood dream 
- to become a professional mermaid. She talks to 
Lydia Fallon. 



L IKE many before her, 
as a little girl Mairead 
Kelly dreamed of one 
day becoming a mermaid. 
Always happiest in the water, 
she would sit transfixed in 
front of her favourite Disney 
film, imagining she was the 
magical creature swimming 
through azure blue oceans 
without a care in the world. 

“I was always the last one 
out of the swimming pool 
when we were on holiday,” 
laughs 25-year-old Mairead 
- who with her long auburn 
locks and twinkly eyes 
certainly looks the part. “I 
used to try and swim like a 
mermaid underwater - it was 
always a childhood dream.” 

Most people leave 
behind their sea creature 
ambitions when they realise 
the complications of the 
pipedream, but not Mairead. 
By day she is a serious auditor 
and by night a professional 
mermaid, one of only a 
handful in the UK. 

“As an auditor people 
don’t really want to see you,” 
Mairead smiles, “so it’s quite 
nice to have the contrast. 
People always want to come 
up and meet you and it just 
makes people happy and 
makes them smile. It’s fun 
being in a position where 
you bring a little magic to 


everyone’s day.” 

Along with her friends 
Frankie Dubery and Demelza 
Hillier, Mairead formed 
the company Merlesque at 
the beginning of last year 
after Demelza discovered 
the mysterious world of 
professional mermaids on the 
internet. 

“She has always loved 
mermaids and was doing 
a bit of research and came 
across the fact that in America 
and Australia people work 
as professional mermaids - 
although usually in nice warm 
climates,” Mairead laughs. 

“Then Frankie - who is a 
performer - started having 
really terrible shin splints and 
it became a little joke between 
them that mermaiding 
would be the ideal kind of 
performance because you 
don’t have to use your legs. 

“They told me about it and 
we are all excitable enough 
people that when the idea 
was put forward, we just went 
for it!” 

Merlesque have been 
making waves ever since. 

“One of the first gigs we did 
was in a bath tub with loads of 
glitter. A group of mermaids 
just singing to themselves and 
everyone just went crazy for 
it,” laughs Mairead. 

The trio now travel all 


over the country to perform 
as mermaids at parties 
and events, and have even 
received interest from as far 
afield as Australia and Ibiza. 

Dazzling crowds both on 
land and in water, Mairead, 
Frankie and Demelza - or 
Ondine, Lorelei and Melusine 
if they’re in mermaid mode 
- train extensively to perfect 
their underwater breathing, 
with Frankie even braving 
the odd freezing lake. They 


perform in super-glamorous 
handmade costumes 
complete with fins and scales, 
and even have one silicon 
fish tail which is worth a 
whopping £3,000. 

So what has been the 
general reaction to Mairead’s 
rather unusual hobby? “We 
held off telling family and 
friends at first until we had 
the photos done because 
I guess it is such a visual 
thing,” explains Mairead, who 


lives in Cambridge. 

“But I was home over 
Christmas and everyone was 
really excited about it and 
generally people do seem 
to think it’s fun, although 
I think my boyfriend does 
sometimes wish there weren’t 
as many mermaid tails 
around the house!” 

Naturally the girls have 
been causing quite a stir 
in Cambridge’s public 
swimming pools too. “It’s 


always quite funny because it 
is so unexpected for the other 
swimmers to see a mermaid 
swimming around. Frankie 
got a new tail and she took 
it to a local pool to try it out 
for the first time. There was a 
family who waited ages while 
she was getting dressed into 
this tail just so they could see 
her swim in it! 

“Occasionally people are 
like ‘Why? What purpose 
does it serve?’ But we love it,”

It has also proved a rather 
welcome distraction for 
Mairead who was diagnosed 
with an incredibly rare 
brain tumour known as 
thyrotropinoma whilst in her 
final year studying Anglo- 
Saxon, Norse and Celtic at 
Cambridge University. 

“We had our first ever 
photo shoot just two days 
before my second brain 
surgery which is kind of 
crazy,” she says matter- of- 
factly. “But then it was nice 
in a way because it meant I 
wasn’t just looking at January 
thinking ‘Oh God, I’m going 
to have another surgery’, 

I had something else to 
distract me.” 

Mairead first started 
noticing symptoms when 
she was just 16, and they 
continued throughout her 
time at university. “Right at 
the end of school my hair 
started falling out a little bit 
and then for a number of 
years I was always picking 
up colds and constantly 
becoming unwell. I had a run 
of minor illnesses, just one 
after another and it had a 
major effect on my life.” 

The symptoms then 
escalated in January 2010. 

“I woke up and my heart 
was just going really, really 
fast. I thought I’d leave it 
to see what happened but 
it wouldn’t slow down and 
I ended up being taken 
straight to hospital.” 

Young, fit and healthy, 
Mairead just couldn’t work 
out why her body was acting 
the way it was, and doctors 
struggled to diagnose her too. 
“It took about a year before 
I was diagnosed because it 


was basically a process of 
ruling out stuff. At first I was 
referred to a cardiologist 
but they decided it wasn’t 
a heart thing, and it wasn’t 
until the December that they 
eventually worked out what 
it was.” 

Having been kept in the 
dark for so long, in the end 
relief rather than fear was 
the overriding emotion when 
doctors told Mairead about 
the tumour. “I spent so long 
not having a clue what was 
going on and not knowing if 
it could be treated, so when 
I had the diagnosis it was 
actually a massive relief,” 
says Mairead. “Also knowing 
it wasn’t all going on in my 
head, it was literally great to 
be able to finally put a name 
to it.” 

Mairead was put on a 
course of medication and 
had surgery to remove it 
in 2011. Although initially 
things looked like they were 
finally on the up, the 25-year- 
old was dealt yet another 
blow when her symptoms 
returned and she had to 
undergo a second operation 
in January last year. 

Did she ever let herself 
think ‘Why me?’ “I think 
everyone thinks that at some 
point, but then you also have 
to think ‘Why not me?’ It’s not 
like I have done something 
amazingly deserving which 
means it shouldn’t have been 
me,” Mairead says. “Also I 
think if you’re thinking why 
me, you’re thinking it should 
be someone else, so you just 
have to get over that stage.” 

Thankfully Mairead’s 
second operation was a 
success, and although it will 
be a few years before she can 


be given the all-clear, she 
says she now feels ‘a million 
times better.’ “It’s quite 
amazing really,” she smiles. 
“I’ve put on so much muscle 
and my hair has started 
growing back, and I can 
actually exercise again now. 
Before I couldn’t really do 
any exercise at all apart from 
walking, so it’s nice to finally 
be able to. I think the more I 
recover in the other direction, 
the more I realise what a big 
effect it had on my life.” 

Mairead admits the 
experience has completely 
changed her outlook on life, 
and her new philosophy of 
seizing the day was one of 
the reasons she was inspired 
to set up Merlesque. “I think 
everything that happened 
taught me to just go for stuff 
and stop worrying about 
things so much,” she muses. 
“I definitely bank less on 
having time and ability to do 
everything I want to do, so 
I definitely value getting in 
and doing stuff while I have 
the chance. I try to be more 
spontaneous now and make 
the most of every day. “ 

To meet Mairead today 
- bright, bubbly and 
infectiously upbeat - there’s 
no doubt she’s one inspiring 
lady. What advice would she 
give others battling a life- 
threatening condition? “Find 
something else to put your 
energies into. Mermaiding is 
such a positive experience; it 
was a distraction for me and 
really gave me my strength 
back. 

“Obviously there will be 
times when you’re like ‘Oh 
God, why me?’ but you have 
to always try and look on the 
bright side.”

Man avoids 
being sent 
back to jail 


AN ex-prisoner who attacked his 
friend of 19 years, before smash¬ 
ing up a pub in Soham, has avoid¬ 
ed jail. 

Wayne Danks, 39, accused his 
long-term friend Andrew 
McMahon of stealing his tools, 
before attacking him in front of 
children at Soham Recreation 
Ground on November 23. 

He then made his way to the Red 
Lion pub in the town where he 
smashed a window pane after an 
argument with the landlord in the 
early hours of the following day, 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
“The defendant noticed some of 
his tools had gone missing and 
thought Mr McMahon had taken 
them. 

“They met at Soham Recreation 
Ground, where the defendant 
started shouting and swearing at

the victim. He then pushed and 
punched him several times until a 
member of the public told them to 
stop as children were there.” 

Danks then went to the Red Lion, 
in High Street, where he smashed a 
window pane after being thrown 
out at around 2am the previous 
morning. 

Representing himself, Danks, of 
no fixed address, said: “I was out of 
order. I’m now working and really 
trying to re-build my life.” 

Danks was made subject to an 
18-month community order and 
was ordered to pay £50 compensa¬ 
tion to Mr McMahon, as well as £50 
for the window. 

He was also ordered to pay £85 in 
costs, a £20 victim surcharge and 
was made subject to a two-year 
restraining order preventing him 
from contacting Mr McMahon.

AN increase in exports by companies in 
Cambridgeshire is far exceeding the 
national average, according to figures 
released by Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce and the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS). 

The figures show that UK exports in the 
three months to November 2013 were 
1.5 per cent higher than in the same 
three months of 2012.

12 YEARS A SLAVE

AS a contemporary visual artist, 
Steve McQueen ploughed his 
own furrow. He collected the 
coveted Turner Prize in 1999 
and in 2006 he responded to 
the war in Iraq by representing 
the portraits of fallen British 
soldiers as a sheet of stamps 
entitled Queen And Country. 

When he made the 
transition to feature-length 
films, McQueen was equally 
uncompromising. His debut 
Hunger recounted the story of 
IRA hunger striker Bobby Sands 
through the eyes of fellow Irish 
Republican prisoners while 
his 2011 follow-up, Shame, 
dealt with the subject of sex 
addiction. 

For his third feature McQueen 
considers the slave trade from 
the perspective of a free black 
man who was kidnapped in 
1841 and suffered 12 years 
of abuse on the plantations 
of Louisiana before he was 
reunited with his loving family. 

Based on the autobiography 
of Solomon Northup and 
adapted for the screen by John 
Ridley, 12 Years A Slave is a 
masterpiece that sears into 
the retina with every artfully 
composed frame. 

Solomon (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
lives with his wife Anne (Kelsey 
Scott), daughter Margaret 
(Quvenzhane Wallis) and son 
Alonzo (Cameron Zeigler). 



But an encounter with 
two seemingly respectable 
gentlemen - Messrs Brown 
(Scoot McNairy) and Hamilton 
(Taran Killam) - changes 
Solomon's life forever. 

He wakes up in chains and 
learns he has been sold into 
slavery. Theophilus Freeman 
(Paul Giamatti) takes delivery of 
Solomon and ignores pleas for 
leniency. 

Solomon's first master Ford 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) is 
kind but fate delivers him to 
sadistic Edwin Epps (Michael 
Fassbender), who takes a shine 
to one of the slave girls, Patsey 
(Lupita Nyong'o), to the chagrin 
of his unfeeling wife (Sarah 
Paulson). 

Solomon is caught in the 
crossfire, finding a means to 
orchestrate escape with the 
help of an abolitionist called 
Bass (Brad Pitt).

Ejiofor breaks our hearts as an 
honest, decent man who retains 
his humanity in the face of 
unspeakable cruelty.

McQueen's directorial brio 
comes to the fore, memorably 
in a horrific whipping sequence 
shot in a single take.

SHOPPING by mail order is meant to make our lives 
easier, but the reality is often a little different - 
especially, it seems, if you’re a gardener. 

In fact, according to a recent survey carried 
out by Which? Gardening, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, some 38% of customers 
have experienced at least one 
problem with mail order plants. 

The association first 
investigated customers' 
experiences of buying plants 
through mail order back in 
the summer of 2012. While 
around eight in 10 said they 
were happy, 36% of people 
said they had experienced 
problems, the most common 
of which were the quality 
of plants or bulbs provided, 
packages being left on the 
doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. Others received 
dead or dying plants, specimens that were too 
small or which quickly succumbed to disease and 
some which were rotten on arrival. 

In response to this, the Consumers' Association 
came up with The Which? Gardening Best Practice 
Criteria, a 10-point plan retailers should adopt 
to ensure a better experience for gardeners, with 


points such as giving an accurate description 
of the plant (including its size), flagging up any 
particular growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the plants are sent 
out and ensuring packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit. 

So, did the measures work? 

To find out, Which? carried 
out a follow-up survey of 
more than 2,500 people in 
September 2013, and the 2,597 
members who'd bought plants 
by mail order in the previous 
year recalled their latest 
experiences. 

There were mixed results. 
Top-scoring suppliers included 
Blackmoor, Bloms Bulbs, David 
Austin Roses, Crocus and The 
RHS Plant Shop, while at the 
bottom were Bakker, Spalding 
Bulbs and Garden Bargains. 

So clearly some companies have improved their 
service, but others haven't. Either way though, 
whoever you chose to order your plants with, 
you need to know your rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is dead, the 
Sale of Goods Act 1979 says you are entitled to 
a refund, as long as you have notified the retailer

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of the problem within 'a reasonable time'. What 
is 'reasonable' depends on the circumstances, 
but is typically three to four weeks, or less, from 
when the goods are received. 

If a plant you receive is diseased, you can ask 
for your money back, again within a reasonable 
time, or a replacement. In the first six months, 
the onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren't supplied diseased rather than you having 
to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants were 
damaged before they were sent or in transit, it's 
the seller's responsibility, so you can ask for your 
money back, within that reasonable time, or a 


replacement. Don't let the seller put the onus on 
you to take it up with the courier they used. 

If you've had a problem with a plant you 
ordered and have asked for a refund immediately, 
but the seller has offered you a credit against 
future purchases instead, don't accept this offer 
if you don't want to. Where the contract is 
breached, you are entitled to a refund or, if you 
prefer, a replacement. The seller cannot decide 
you will only get a credit note.
